Claims 1-34 are pending and have been allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter allowance: 

Independent claims 1,16 and 21 and their dependent claims 2-1 5, 1 7-20, and 
22-34 are allowed because the closes prior art of record and references of 
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Cwenar (US 5,893,079), Tuttle (US 7,412,417), Beale (WO 98/59307), Wang et 
al. (US 6,578,037) and Rhonda Bissig (Merrill, ex-broker hit with multi-million dollar 
lawsuit in N.H. Rhonda Bissig. Wall Street Letter. New York: Feb 7, 2000. Vol. 32, Iss. 
6; pg. 1 , 2 pgs) in any combination failed to teach or render obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art, dynamically updating a baseline role set, an additional role set and a role 
exceptions set via the compliance rules engine.
